To the district overseers of the Church 
of God in Georgia: Pursuant to the ac- 
tion of the General Assembly, as shown 
on page 141 of Assembly Minutes, I am 
hereby authorizing you to call each of 
the churches on your district in confer- 
ence to select a pastor for the ensuing 
year. The procedure to be followed in the 
selection of pastors is as follows: 

Announce the date of the conference 
so all members can arrange to be present 
when the pastor is selected. When the 
day and hour arrives, you will state the 
purpose of the conference and call the 
church to prayer for divine guidance in 
the selection of a pastor. After prayer a 
ballot committee shall be appointed, 
which will then furnish each member 
with paper upon which to write the name 
of the minister they choose for pastor, 
each member writing one name only. 
When each member has written his or her 
choice for pastor, the committee will co!-- 
lect the ballots and count them in the 
presence of all members. If more than 
ene person is voted for, the names of 
those who get the largest number of 
votes, not exceeding three persons, shall 
be sealed in an envelope and mailed at 
once to the state overseer. Do not send 
the names of more than three persons, 
giving the number of votes each one re- 
ceives. Remember, if as many as three 
persons are voted for, we will consider 
them as first, second and third choices. 
If more than three are voted for, we will 
only consider the three persons receiving 
the highest number of votes. 

If any of the churches do not wish to 
vote on the selection of pastor but wish 
to leave the matter with the state and 
district overseers, the clerk shall make a 
note of same and mail it to the state 
overseer. 

This conference should be held not 
later than the first week in September. 

When you visit your churches, please 
see how much money each church will 
raise for the camp ground. We need 
one thousand dollars at once to purchase 
the land.— Yours very truly, J. P.

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Have “Gongues Geased?

INTRODUCTION: The force of wrong 
interpretation seems to demand an expla- 
nation of this important truth. 1. For the 
benefit of the earnest inquirer. 2. For the 
sake of truth itself. 

Text: “Charity never faileth: but whether 
there be prophecies, they shall fail; wheth- 
er there be tongues, they shall cease; 
whether there be knowledge, it shall van- 
ish away,” 1 Cor. 13:8. Charity is the 
divine provision for the accomplishment 
of social unity. Without it there is no 
hope of building a lasting, much less a 
spiritual, unity. Charity will not side- 
step the truth, nor leave the stage of ac- 
tion, neither under trying circumstances 
nor as effected by time. It abideth ever- 
more, 

Prophecies 

“But whether there be prophecies, they 
shall fail.” What is contrasted here, are 
things that are of a transient nature as 
against that which is eternal. The Greek 
word for charity is “‘agapa,” and should 
be translated “love.” God is love. 1 Jno. 
4:8. God is eternal, so is divine love. 
Therefore, love “never faileth” or “‘is 
never hissed off the stage.” But in the 
nature of the fact that “prophecy” was 
only intended, and so used, as an agency 
of accomplishment intent upon bringing 
about that which love has designed, it 
is, therefore, transient. 


It is written, “Prophecy serveth * * * 
for them that believeth,” 1 Cor. 14:22. 
Prophecy is history written in advance 
of its fulfillment, that those who read 
may have faith to expect something of 
a better and permanent nature, as in con- 
trast to the present, temporal, fallen state 
of mankind. Prophecy is a permanent gift 
of the Spirit, so long as the church age 
lasts; given for the “edification, exhor- 
tation and comfort of believers.”” How- 
ever, we must not overlook the fact that 
there are prophecies that extend beyond 
the church age. These are descriptive of 
things concerning the millennial king- 
dom, etc, Such prophecies as the latter 
belong to the infallible Word of God and 
await their fulfillment. So far as touch- 
ing the kingdom age or complete redemp- 
tion is concerned, they are as yet unful- 


filled. 
Question 


But when sha!l prophecy fail? So far 
as the church is concerned, “when that 
which is perfect is come;” which cannot, 
in order of time, precede the resurrection 
of the sleeping saints and the rapture of 
the church. As touching the kingdom, 
“that which is perfect” will not come 


until the establishment of the individual 
kingdom upon earth; and in a broader 
and greater sense, not until after the 
great white throne judgment. There are 
prophecies awaiting fulfillment reaching 
beyond the great white throne, because 
that which is perfect as touching the 
kingdom lies beyond that time. 

It would seem at first glance, that 
prophecy might have passed with the 
completion of the New Testament writ- 
ings; this, however, is incorrect. The 


whole argument centers around two 
words—“‘when” and “then.” “When” 
that which is perfect is come, “then” 


that which is in part shall be done away” 
V. 10. Verse 12 follows to state 
that “now we see through a glass darkly, 
but then face to face; i. e., when that 
which is perfect is come. “Now I know 
in part; but then shall I know even as 
also I am known;” i. e., when that which 
is perfect is come. Notice: “We now sec 
through a glass darkly,” from “ainigma,” 
meaning a thing obscurely expressed, as 
if spoken in riddles. ‘““Then shall I know 
as also I am known” carries us to the time 
of His coming. “Beloved, now are we 
the sons of God, and it doth not yet ap- 
pear what we shall be: but we know that 
when he shall appear, we shall be like 
him, for we shall see him as he is,” 1 Jno. 
Ly a 
Tongues 

“Whether there be tongues, they shall 
cease.” But we ask when. The answer is 
plain and significant. ‘““When that which 
is perfect is come.” But someone says that 
which was perfect came after the com- 
pletion of the New Testament writings. 
The Apostle Paul is responsible for the 
revelation of a greater number of epis- 
tles, the mystery of the church itself, and 
church order and discipline, as none oth- 
er of the inspired apostles were. Yet, he 
says, “I see through a glass, darkly.” Now 
I only know in part, but when that which 
is perfect is come “I shall see face to 
face.” I shall see Him as He is because 
“that which is in part” so far as church 
truth is concerned, ‘“‘has been done away.” 
vv. 10-12. 

Tongues, like the gift of prophecy, was 
permanent in its nature, since it was a 
gift of the Spirit, 1 Cor. 12:10; Jno. 14: 
16. The gift of the Holy Spirit was to 
abide for the age, therefore, any of the 
gifts of the Spirit as mentioned in 1 Cor. 
12:8-11, may still be manifested today. 
The Holy Ghost has been given as at Pen- 
tecost, and it has been pleasing to the 
Spirit to divide such gifts. The unchange- 
able priesthood of Christ demands that

we have right to share today, as others 
have who have preceded us in order of 
time. Now it is queer, but you ask the 
majority of ministers of today and they 
will tell you that the gift of prophecy is 
simply the gift of preaching. Well, it is 
all that, and even more; it is a distinctive 
kind of preaching; it is preaching things 
as revealed and given by the Spirit. 1 Cor. 
2:10-14. It is more than telling forth. 
Preachers “tell forth” many things that 
are in denial of the truth of the Scrip- 
tures; such is not inspired prophecy. 
However, whether true or false they all 
admit that prophecy as a_ gift still re- 
mains with us. 


Knowled ge 


“Whether there be knowledge it shall 
vanish away.” You tell the average min- 
ister that he has no “knowledge” and he 
will suddenly become puffed up; which 
indicates that he does have some kind of 
sensual knowledge. Knowledge as a gift 
like prophecy and tongues, was not to 
pass away until “that which is perfect 
is come.” Therefore, it remains today. 
If this be true, which most assuredly is, 
then to insist that “tongues have ceased” 
is as unreasonable and absurd as to in- 
sist that prophecy or knowledge as a 
gift has passed away, Tongues were an 
evidence of the presence and reception 
of the Holy Ghost at Pentecost. Acts 
2:4; 10:46; 19:6, etc. 

The gift of tongues must not be con- 
fused with merely speaking with tongues 
when the gift of the Holy Ghost is re- 
ceived. The former admits the presence 
of the Holy Ghost. However, the gift 
of tongues is in itself a gift of the Spirit; 
these gifts are nine in number and pro- 
vide a permanent and_ well-rounded 
ministry as ordered of God. 

Conclusion 


Every person who is opposed to the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost as at Pente- 
cost, builds his entire argument upon the 
scripture of our text. This verse does not 
verify the fact that “tongues have 
ceased’”’; rather the reverse, it establishes 
the fact that they have not, nor will they 
or other gifts of the Spirit “‘pass away” 
until that which is perfect is come. Sure- 
ly there is no class of ministers who will 
tell us that “that which is perfect has 
come” with all this modernism, apostasy, 
division ‘and mass of confusion as found 
within christendom today. If charity 
abideth evermore, as we are sure it does, 
then we are commanded to “follow after 
charity, and desire spiritual gifts”. Why 
desire something that the opposer of 
Pentecost says has already passed? For 
one reason alone, and that is that “gifts” 
may still be given today as received by 
the church after Pentecost, in that the 
Holy Ghost was to abide for the age,

STATE CONTROL 

Lewis S$. Bauman writing in King’s 
Business quotes H. G. Wells as saying, 
“H. G. Wells sees it coming. World con- 
trols of the common interests of man- 
kind, world controls leading: to a world 
government, to a world state, to Cosmo- 
polis; that is the only way to enduring 
peace in the world. Peace.” To which 
he adds, Yes! the peace of the assassin- 
controlled silence in Germany, the bay- 
onet-controlled silence in Italy, the rifle- 
controlled silence in Russia. The trouble 
with these “world controls” is that the 
devil is in charge of the controls”! A

SUBSTITUES FOR GOD IN EUROPE 

Now let us think for a moment of six 
or seven of the outstanding religious fac- 
tors that are working against God and 
His gospel in Europe today. 

The first is Bolshevism, which deifies 
the devil and would destroy God, if it 
were possible. It puts Satan literally in 
the place of the Savior, and thus one 
feels that Russia is made the earthly seat 
of Satan, as it is the headquarters of Bol- 
shevism for the entire world. The nation’s 
insignia is a hammer and a sickle, and this 
emblem is stained on the hands. By ac- 
cepting this sign, the individual renounces 
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allegiance to all religion whatsoever. Rus- 
sia has publicly stated that by 1937 God 
will be uprooted in Soviet territory. Rus- 
sia is having a harder task to accomplish 
this result as a part of that Five-Year 
Pian than anything it is endeavoring to do 
industrially and economically. Why? The 
difficulty comes because there is deeply 
rooted instinct. And when Easter comes 
around, the atheistic leaders find they 
have a tremendous task on their hands in 
trying to put out of the heart of the Rus- 
sian the thought of God. Whatever else 
the Soviet succeeds with in the Five-Year 
Plan, it will fail in uprooting God in the 
hearts wherein He dwells. 

Then there is atheism. There is an or- 
ganization called the Alliance of the Mili- 
tant Godless that in 1926 had 120,000 
members. In 1929 there were 2,000,000 
and the standard set is 20,000,000 within 
five years. There are forty-seven godless 
organizations in Soviet Russia in direct 
touch with godless groups in thirty-nine 
other countries. There are thirty-five 
antireligious universities. There are eighty 
antireligious transportable museums, 
Magazines are printed in forty-eight lan- 
guages and distributed to the world. 
Moreover, atheism is sweeping right thru 
our own country as well as thru Rus- 
sia; it is permeating our schools and col- 
leges; yes, even some of our churches.— 
Ruth Paxson in The King’s Business.

COLOR PLEASE? 

Bullitt, Roosevelt appointee as special 
adviser of the State Department, and now 
as Ambassador to the U.S.S.R., was, un- 
til recently, married to Louise Bryant 
Reed, widow of John Reed, a founder of 
the American Communist Party. Louise 
Bryant and Lincoln Steffens of the An- 
archist-Communist group sent a joint 
telegram, quoted in the Lusk Report, 
asking Lenin and Trotsky to appoint a 
man in America with whom they could 
cooperate in aiding the Russian revolu- 
tion. After this, Bullitt and Lincoln 
Steffens went over on a confidential 
mission to Russia. To quote the Maga- 
zine ‘“Time” of May 1, 1933: “Wm. C. 
Bullitt went to Sweden to Henry Ford’s 
Peace Ship in 1915... In Feb., 1919, Dip- 
lomat Bullitt with Journalist Lincoln 
Steffens, was entrusted with a confi- 
dential mission to Russia to make peace 
terms with the Soviet . . Mr. Bullitt spent 
a week in Moscow and came to terms 
with Dictator Lenin. On His return io 
Paris his peace proposal, involving recog- 
nition of the Bolshevist regime was sud- 
denly tossed into the waste basket by 
Messrs. Wilson and Lloyd George... He 
impulsively resigned from the Peace Com- 
mission after President Wilson refused to 
give him an audience. An admirer of

“Jerusalem, “The City of the Great 
King.’ How and why the city of Jerusa- 
lem was called by the name it bears is 
one of the mysteries that must remain 
forever unsolved. The name ‘Jerusalem’ 
means the Habitation of Peace, and yet 
throughout the ages, the sounds of war 
and the clash of arms have ever filled 
the surrounding valleys, and its streets 
have reverberated with the clamor and 
collision of armed men.” 

Thus begins an article in the “Pales- 
tine Annual,” 1925-26, p. 5. Then on a 
following page are listed, beginning with 
the time of David, forty-six “blockades, 
captures, destructions and sieges suffer- 
ed by the Holy City:

Can any city have had a more tur- 
bulent career? 

Yet with what sublime faith through- 
out every vicissitude have the prophets 
of God not feared to prophesy for the 
City of Peace more disasters for her sins, 
and at the same time to predict permanent 
restoration with the Son of David for- 
ever on the throne! 

In God’s revelation through His Word 
names of places as well as of men are oft- 
en foreordained so as to be prophetic of 
their future history. 

The City’s earliest history is presented 
to us in connection with Melchizedec, 
“first being by interpretation King of 
righteousness and after that also King oi 
Salem, which is the King of peace.” Heb. 
7:2. The peaceful reign of him who was 
the type, both priest and king, prefigured 
the reign in righteousness of his great 
Antitype when Jerusalem shall be indeed 
a “quiet habitation.” 

Marvellous patience of God! The Ca- 
naanitish name of the city was Jebus, 
which means a place trodden underfoot. 
Yet in spite of the centuries of being 
trodden underfoot, our God dares to call 
His beloved city “JERUSALEM,” which 
means also (according to Hiscox) 
Vision of peace.” 

The places of sacred memory to the 
Jew, including the Temple site, are yet 
in the hands of Moslems. The British 
government by its mandatory power has 
guaranteed to “maintain and protect 
present rights of possession of the sacred 
places. Behind the British mandate is the 
League of Nations, Yet our God grandly 
dares to say: 

“And it shall come to pass in the last 
days, that the mountain of the Lord’s 
house shall be established in the top of 
the. mountains, and shall be exalted above 
the hills; and all nations shall flow unto 
it. And many people shall go and say, 
Come ye, and let us go up to the moun- 
tain of the Lord, to the house of the God 
of Jacob; and he will teach us his ways, 
and we will walk in his paths: for out 
of Zion shall go forth the law, and the 
word of the Lord from JERUSALEM. 


And he shall judge among the nations, 
and shall rebuke many people: and they 
shall beat their swords into plowshares, 
and their spears into pruninghooks: na- 
tion shall not lift up sword against na- 
tion, neither shall they learn war any- 
more.” Isa. 2:2-4. 
“Pray for the peace of Jerusalem.” 

Petra—The Rock-Cut City of Edom 

“Who is this that cometh from Edom, 
with dyed garments from Bozrah? this 
that is glorious in his apparel, marching 
in the greatness of his strength. (An- 
swer:) I that speak in_ righteousness, 
mighty to save. Wherefore art thou red 
in thine apparel, and thy garments like 
him that treadeth in the winevat? (An- 
swer:) I have trodden the winepress 
alone; and of the people there was none 
with me: yea, I trod them in mine an- 
ger, and trampled them in my wrath; and 
their blood is sprinkled upon my gar- 
ments, and I have stained all my raiment. 
For the day of vengeance was in my heart, 
and the year of my redeemed is come.” 
(Isa. 63:1-4). “The Lord our Righteous- 
ness,” the mighty Savior, comes from 
Edom in the day of vengeance, in the 
time of His anger and wrath. 

Why shall He come from Edom? 

Is there a place to which Israel may 
flee, and where she can hide, shutting the 
doors about herself in the door of the 
Lord’s judgments? “For the Lord hath a 
sacrifice in Bozrah, and a great slaughter 
in the land of Edom. . . . For the Lord 
hath a day of vengeance, a year of recom- 
pense for the cause of Zion” (Isa. 34:6- 
8). 

If the Jews flee to Edom, and their 
enemies pursue after them, there will be 
occasion for the Lord to come from Edom 
—His garments dyed with the blood of 
the enemies of His people. 

One hundred miles south of Jerusalem, 
in Edom, is a now deserted, rock-cut city 
called “Petra” (Greek for “Rock”). His- 
tory does not record when nor by whom 
Petra was inhabited. That it was inhabited 
by a large population is certain, for there 
still remains, cut in the rocks, an outdoor 
amphitheatre sufficient to seat thousands 
of people. All of the buildings are caves 
carved out of solid rock and explorers 
have estimated that these are sufficient 
to house 100,000 people, The entrance on 
the west is a narrow pass between steep 
cliffs and is approached thru a narrow 
canyon some two miles long, making Pe- 
tra a hiding place easily defended. Here, 
truly, Israel can follow the injunction of 
Isa. 2: “Enter into the rock, and hide thee

“Gobacco 


David Brinkman 


Some, in an attempt to retain their to- 
bacco habit, have asked if the Bible says 
it is wrong. In answer to this I shall give 
ten Scriptural reasons why a real Christ- 
tian should not use tobacco. (I refer to 
smoking, chewing or dipping, though 
some of my statements may refer to one 
form of its use.) 

The Evil of It. 

It is an unclean habit. The stained 
teeth and fingers, the black mouth, the 
strong breath, the smoky room, and the 
stained fireplace, all testify to the truth 
of this. Therefore it is condemned by 
God’s Word. “All uncleanness * * let it 
not be once named among you, as be- 
cometh saints; neither filthiness”; ‘“‘Dear- 
ly beloved, let us cleanse ourselves from 
all filthiness of the flesh and spirit” (Eph. 
933, 4; TF Gee. 724). 

2. It is a worldly practice, being one 
of the world’s inventions to enslave men 
to a habit that will fill the world’s treas- 
uries. As it is a worldly practice, it is 
forbidden by Ephesians 4:17-22; First 
Peter 1:14-16; First John 2:15, 16. If 
some one told you that Paul smoked and 
John chewed and some sister dipped, you 
would be ashamed to think that of them: 
if so of them, why not of you? Has God 
given you some “indulgence” to sin? 

3. It is not of faith, but sin. If some 
one told you that they were trusting God 
in faith to supply them with food to eat, 
you would say, “Good;” but if they told 
you they were trusting in the Lord to 
supply them with tobacco, you would 
say, ‘“Wicked.” And why? Because it is 
not in the path of faith. Would one pray 
to God for tobacco? And would He give 
it to them? As it is not in the path of 
faith it is sin, “for whatsoever is not of 
faith is sin” (Rom. 14:23). 

4. It is an enslaving habit. Many 
have testified that it had a much stronger 
hold on them than did liquor. It always 
enslaves its users, They boast of how they 
could stop it, but when they try, they dis- 
cover its power over them. The Lord Je- 
sus came to bring “deliverance to the cap- 
tives” (Luke 4:18) and for one to be- 
long to Him and go on in slavery to a 
sinful habit is dishonoring to Him. We 
are exhorted to “stand fast therefore in 
the liberty wherewith Christ hath made 
us free, and be not entangled again with 
the yoke of bondage” (Gal. 5:1), this is 
a Divine principle. 

5. It wastes money and leads to sel- 
fish living. Indulgence in this habit causes 
such annual waste of money that often 
food bills are unpaid, children poorly 
cared for, and little or nothing is given 
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to the Lord. What a serious accounting 
awaits such persons, when the Lord shall 
say, “Give an account of thy steward- 
ship.” Let them remember First Timothy 
§:8 and First Corinthians 16:1, 2. It 
leads to selfish living so that the user be- 
comes unmindful of others, puffing his 
smoke in their faces or where they must 
smell it. If a husband and father, he can- 
not receive the affection of his wife and 
children without subjecting them to a 
stench of his breath. This is gross selfish- 
ness, and for a Christian it is rebuked in 
Hebrews 10:24. 

6. It ruins health. The cough, the bad 
throat, the nervousness and restlessness all 
show the sad effect of this habit on the 
body. A believer cannot “glorify God in 
(his) body,” according to First Corinth- 
ians 6:19, 20, while he continues in this 
habit. We should remember that “the 
body is * * * for the Lord.” 

7. It mars the conscience and grieves 
the Holy Spirit. This habit of the old life 
is one of the things that grieve the Holy 
Spirit and therefore it is to be “put away” 
(Eph. 4:31). Each believer needs to be 
very careful to maintain a “good con- 
science” (1 Tim. 1:19) and a “pure con- 
science’’ (1 Tim. 3:9) and “‘to have al- 
ways a conscience void of offence toward 
God, and toward men” (Acts 24:16). 
The toleration of the tobacco habit 
leaves him with a condemning conscience. 
If its voice is not heeded he will have a 
hardened conscience and is in danger of 
soon tolerating worse sins in his life. 

8. It hinders the testimony. Both the 
personal and collective testimony for the 
Lord are hindered by this habit. You can- 
not speak with power to a man about his 
soul while you practice the things he does. 
One man, trying to help a troubled soul 
at the end of a stirring meeting was met 
with these words, “No, you can’t help 
me; you use tobacco.”” When a gathering 
of Christians have among them those who 
use tobacco, it hinders their united testi- 
mony for Christ. (The tobacco should be 
put away, not the Christian.) 

9. It is a poor example. First Timothy 
4:12 says, “Be thou an example of the be- 
lievers * * * in purity.” When souls are 
being reached with the Gospel, they look 
to see how those already saved live. If 
they use tobacco, it encourages the young 
believers to do the same. Thus they are 
stumbled, Each believer should be an ex- 
ample of a pure Christian life, and able 
to say to the young believers, “Be ye fol- 
lowers of me,” as Paul could say. Since 
your tobacco is then causing you to be a 
stumblingblock before the young believ- 
ers and hindering you from helping them 
in a life of purity for the Lord, will you 
not put it away? 

10. It costs a crown. In Jas. 1:12, 
the Lord promises a crown of life to those

of His Own who “endure temptation” 
because they love Him. As Henry’s fa- 
ther promises him a gold watch if he does 
not use tobacco before he is twenty-one, 
and he must choose one or the other—he 
cannot have both, so you cannot yield to 
this sin and get the “crown of life.” In 
addition to this crown, the Lord shall give 
the “crown of glory” to those who are 
Godly examples to the flock” (1 Peter 
4:5). 
Deliverance From It 

Now do you not want to be delivered 
from this habit? I trust that you will 
honestly answer, “Yes, I do; but how can 
I?” Here is some practical help. 

1. Confess before the Lord your sin 
in practicing this habit, even after you 
had become one of His dear children, this 
confession will cause you to judge your- 
self and loath this thing. (Confession 
leads to holiness of life; see First John 
1:9 with First John 2:1). 

2. Tell Him that your honest desire 
is to stop this habit for His glory, but 
that you have no strength in yourself 
to do it. 

3. Rely upon the Holy Spirit within 
you, as the Power for your deliverance, 
and deliver the battle into His responsi- 
bility, but He will be your Captain and 
Deliverer: follow Him” (Gal. 5:16). 

4. Start out to wage the war; throw 
all the stuff into the fire. (Don’t hide it 
behind the bush). 

§. Throwing out the tobacco can, 
put a New Testament in its place. When 
you get hungry for the tobacco, put some 
of the Heavenly Manna into your mouth. 

6. When the battle is going hard with 
you and you feel like you just must have 
some of it, get down before the Lord and 
speak to Him like this,“Lord Jesus Christ, 
(be sure to use His full name, it has pow- 
er,” Ps. 54:1; Prov. 18:10) deliver me 
by Thy Spirit’s power, that I might glori- 
fy Thee in my life, for Thy Name’s sake, 
Amen.” If you must cry to Him fifty 
times in the day, do so, but never give up. 
Cling to Him for deliverance. 

Perhaps you have heard some Chris- 
tians tell how the Lord took all the taste 
for it from them, and you wonder why 
He leaves you to battle on with it. He 
wants you to learn warfare, and He is 
preparing you for future battles. This 
will be your proving ground. David 
proved the Lord and the Lord proved 
David, in the desert, when he slew the 
bear and the lion and then he came forth 
with the Lord to a greater battle and won 
it. If you will slay this lion (tobacco), 
then He will use you to slay a Goliath of 
Gath. This is your opportunity to learn 
that your Savior and Lord is also One 
who is able to deliver His people from

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Let’s Walk With 
God

There are two factors restraining man 
from transgressing God’s will; namely, 
love and fear. Love being the greatest im- 
pelling force in the human, we should ap- 
peal to the Christian, if possible, thru 
love. If this fails we are admonished to 
resort to fear. So this morning, this beau- 
tiful, Sabbath morning, I plead with ev- 
ery God fearing, God loving Christian for 
a closer walk with our heavenly Father. 
Many of us, no doubt, are not walking as 
close to God as we should, and to those 
who are not, those who have not yet per- 
fected themselves in God’s holiness and 
are without spot or blemish, I point to 
Calvary’s cross, to a loving dying Savior 
who says, “If ye love me, ye will keep 
my words.” 

Matt. 28:19, 20, “Go ye therefore and 
teach all nations, baptizing them in the 
name of the Father, and of the Son, and 
of the Holy Ghost; teaching them to ob- 
serve all things whatsoever I have com- 
manded you.” Paul says, “All scripture 
is given by inspiration of God and is 
profitable for doctrine, for reproof, for 
correction, for instruction in righteous- 
ness,”” but many seem to think that some 
of God’s law is of such little importance 
that we need not observe it. 

No professed Christian will deny that 
love is the fundamental element in the 
Christian life, but many of us fail to 
comprehend the depth, and heighth and 
breadth of it. We profess to love Christ 
but refuse to keep all of His command- 
ments. Jesus does not recognize such love. 
James says, “Whosoever shall keep the 
whole law yet offend in one point, he is 
guilty of all.” If we do not observe to do 
all that Christ teaches, we are just as 
guilty before God as we would be if we 
had transgressed all of His laws. “If ye 
love me ye will keep my sayings.” 

Friends, I find so few who are willing 
to lay everything upon the altar, and 
these little old things that seem so little 
and insignificant to us, will condemn us 
before God. Jesus said, “Heaven and earth 
shall pass away but my word shall not 
pass away,” and, “It is easier for heaven 
and earth to pass away than for one tittle 
of the law to fail.” Society classifies sin 
on a graduating scale and we are inclined 
to view God’s laws likewise. But not so, 
one transgression unrepented of will con- 
demn my soul, matters not how small, 
just as quickly as another. 

Jesus says, “Ye are not of the world.” 
What does He mean, that we do not live 
in the world? No, that we are not given 
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to the things of the world, that we do not 
indulge in the lusts of the flesh. We do 
not live after the flesh for, “They that 
are Christ’s have crucified the flesh with 
the lusts and affections.” Are you in- 
dulging in anything that isn’t necessary 
for the physical and spiritual welfare of 
the being? 

Sometime ago the husband of one of 
our members said, “You people condemn 
the use of tobacco but you use coffee, 
tea, etc. I use them all and they are all 
lusts of the flesh, there is no food value in 
them; therefore, they are unnecessary. If 
you condemn one, why don’t you con- 
demn them all?” But some one says, “Oh, 
Christ doesn’t mean all those little old 
things.”’ Listen, friends, “If any man be 
in Christ he is a new creature. Old things 
have passed away. Behold (see) all things 
are become new and all things are of 
God.” If there is anything left in our 
lives, of the old man, it is evidence that 
we are not in Christ. If we still look to 
this world for any of its gratifications, 
we are not in Christ. God’s Word says 
be content with food and raiment and 
take no thought even for this. 


I was discussing the subject of adorn- 
ing, sometime ago, with a Pentecostal 
preacher. He said, “I have never con- 
sidered the scripture “against adorning” 
a commandment. But whether it is a 
conimandment or not, evidently it is His 
will else He would not have written it. 
It is certainly His Word for we find it in 
the Bible and Christ said, “If ye love me 
ye will keep my words.” Friends, when I 
study God’s dealing with His people of 
old, how specific He was in all His in- 
structions, how He punished for the mi- 
nutest transgressions, how Moses lost his 
inheritance for merely substituting his 
way for God’s way, the thousands He 
smote in the wilderness for lusting for 
meat, the slaying of Uzzah for touching 
the ark of the covenant when he thought 
it was in danger of falling while being 
moved, and Lot’s wife for only looking 
back from whence she came, I cannot 
he!p but fear, and am persuaded that God 
means specific performance to all His 
laws. 

O friends of Jesus, let us rend our hearts 
asunder.
